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RACIST KILLER, Royston Worrell has got off with just 4% 
years for the murder of 17-year-old Andrew Steventon. That’s 
how much a white life is worth in Britain in 1997. If Worrell had 
been white and Steventon black, there would have been a media 
outcry. As it was, the verdict only just made the Birmingham 
Evening Mail and Sunday Mercury while the national dailies 


simply ignored it. 

Andrew, a young man of 
exceptional promise and a Business 
Studies student at Park Hall, Castle 
Bromwich was firstly struck on the 
head with a bottle, then struck in the 
face and knocked down hitting his 
head. Andrew never regained 
consciousness and died of a 
fractured skull a few hours later in 
City Hospital Birmingham. 

Race kiiler Worrell, 22 wriggled 
out of the murder rap by claiming 
self defence. Yet the facts are that 
Worrell, while drinking with friends,

all of whom were black, threw a 
bottle at Andrew Steventon’s head. 
Faced with a thuggish gang all older 
than himself, Andrew sought help 
from friends nearby. This group, 
about 15 strong, told Worrell to 
leave the campus of Aston University 
since Worrell had no right to be there 
in any case. It was at this point that 


Worrell smashed a bottle over 
Andrew’s head and punched him in 


‘the face which knocked him down 


and killed him as his head hit the 
ground. Because, he said, he “felt 


threatened.” This bald faced lie is the 
biggest insult of all since it got him 
4’ years for manslaughter and not 
the life imprisonment he deserved. 
In attacking Andrew as he did he 
clearly felt no threat whatsoever. If 
he had done, he would have run off. 

Andrew’s family have been 
devastated by the murder and also 
by their betrayal at the hands of 
British justice. His parents Alan and 
Jayne have lost a son and Mark and 
Lucy have lost a brother. 

It isn’t enough that Andrew’s 


family have lost a son and a brother, 


they now have to come to terms 
with the laughable sentence dished 
out to Worrell. Mr. Justice Jowitt 
talked a good fight when he said 
before gaoling Worrell: 

“You were in the wrong from the 
beginning throwing a bottle at Steventon 
which hit him on the head. Youmade no 
apology, no effort to leave and you 
were not intimidated by the large group 
of young men which returned.” Jowitt 
said that none of this group had uttered 
a word or made a gesture in the least 
threatening to Worrell. “You hit 
Steventon and I don’t accept you 
wanted to just cause alump on his head 
or bruise his chin. You wanted to hurt 
him, to make him feel pain and you 
continued to hit Steventon until you 
knocked him down.” 


After all of this, Jowitt gave Worrell 


just 4⁄2 years. What an insult! 


Worrell, who has been on 
remand since June of last year 
will be out again in less than 2 
years. But Andrew Steventon is 
dead and gone forever.

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GOING BUST 


The majority of political 
commentators agree that the 
economy is ‘fine shape’ and 
that Britain is currently the

Six 
million manufacturing jobs 
have been lost in 
manufacturing since 1979. 

The collapse of the 
currencies of the Far East will 
unleash a wave of cut-throat 
competition which will drive 
what’s left of our industrial 
base out of business. 

Kodak has announced 
10,000 job losses world wide. 
British job losses in London, 
Kirby, Notts., and Herts., are 
certain to follow. 

In addition, another 1,500 
workers are facing Christmas 
on the dole as RJB, Coates 
Viyellaand Molins have issued 
redundancy notices to staff. 
RJB Mining said it would be 
cutting 500 jobs including 400 
at Maltby colliery, South 
Yorks., 50 at the Prince of 
Wales colliery in South Wales 
i and 45 at Thoresby in Notts. 
The losses follow the closure 
of the Ashfordby ‘superpit’ in 
Leicestershire three months 
ago which used to employ 
700. Coats Viyella issued 
redundancy notices to 480 
workers at its factory in 
Lurgan, Co. Armagh which 
makes clothes for M&S and 
Molins, makers of tobacco 
machinery said workers 
would goatits factory in High 
Wycombe, Bucks. 

Meanwhile, social security 
spending remains high at£14 
billion despite the fall in 
unemployment according to 
the ‘official’ dodgy figures. 
Social security spending 
should, of course, be falling if 
that were true but it is not. 
Economic analysts take the 
view that the economy is near 
its peak inthe business cycle. 
If £14 billion is the lowest 
social security spending will 
go at the peak of the cycle, 
| then it is sure to rocket as 
conditions worsen. The BNP

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Arthur Pendragon struck a blow for 
the real British at Southwark Crown 
Court at the end of October when he 
asserted that his religious rights had 
been infringed and that he should 
have his ceremonial sword returned. 

Pendragon, who is a druid, had his 
sword confiscated by police at a 
demonstration in Trafalgar Square 
in April protesting the denial of access 
to Stonehenge to followers of the 
old religion. 

Pendragon, who walked from 
Stonehenge to London over three 
days with 20 pagan pilgrims in long 
flowing robes, was reunited with his 
three foot double-edged sword after 
the hearing. Judge Robbins, who 
had read reports from Professor 
Ronald Hutton, accepted that 
Pendragon is a genuine druid, and 
dismissed the charges, saying that it 
wasn't in the public interest to 
prosecute. 

Readers of BN may be forgiven 
for thinking that Pendragon is 
eccentric and that the case is amusing 
rather than important. On the 


contrary, this ruling is important 


because for the first time since Sikhs 


won the. right to carry ‘religious’ 
daggers about their persons, putting 
them above the law in this respect on 
grounds of religion, white people, or 
at least druids, now have the prospect 
of full equality before the law. The 
word ‘prospect’ is important, 
because the judge merely said that it 
wasn't in the public interest to 
prosecute, rather than he had an 
actual right to carry his sword. 
Pendragon also has a claim to 
fame on another count — that of 
striking a blow against the 
government’s tyrannical laws against 
free assembly. Two years ago, he 
successfully challenged the then 
Home Secretary Michael Howard’s 
Criminal Justice Act which limits 
assembly in public places by citing 
the European Convention of Human 
Rights guaranteeing religious 
freedom. So not only is Pendragon a 
rather unlikely champion of Rights 
for Whites, but he is also a stout 
champion of freedom generally.

As Keith pointed out, 
the 50-seat campaign was a complete 
success with more than 2'% million 
leaflets delivered for a 5 million 
readership, a very well done TV 
broadcast and a resultant 3,000 
enquiries received into the party.

Following swiftly on was Nick Griffin - 
who opened his speech by explaining that 
two lawyers had advised him not to attend 
rally. The prosecution at a hearing in 
Harrow Crown Court the previous day had 
complained bitterly about his distribution

of copies of the tape of his police 
interview even though it was 
acknowledged that such distribution 
was perfectly legal.

So instead of discussing the case 
as he had initially planned, he spoke 
of the financial crisis in the Far East, 
including the imminent collapse of the 
biggest stockbroking company in 
Japan, and how it was going to have a 
knock-on effect which would 
transform the political climate in 


Britain and every Western nation. 


“Even if the crisis in the Far East is 
brought under control quickly — and 
the signs are that it won’t — what has 
already happened is enough to 
unleash a tide of cut-throat 
competition for export 
markets which will devastate 
what is left of the industries 


of the West. Since the 
internationalist ruling 
establishments are 


determined not to introduce 
protective trade barriers, there 
is nothing they can do to 
stop this disaster. And in 
turn, the destruction of real 
productive jobs, falling tax 
revenues and rising debt will 
mean that they will be unable 
to maintain the welfare state, 
pensions and all the rest. The 
bread-and-circuses with 
which they have bribed our 
population into accepting all 
the criminal things they have 
done to our nation are 
coming to an end.” 

Nick quoted from a new 
book by Professor Roger 
Eatwell, a liberal expert on 
nationalist ‘extremists’, in 
which he warns that the 


responsible political 


tensions caused by globalization and 
the collapse of traditional values, 
coupled with the growing realisation 
that New Labour has totally 
abandoned its old position as the 
defender of the interests of the 
working class, means that Britain is as 
ripe as any other nation in Europe for 
the rapid appearance of a mass 
‘fascist’ movement, All that is missing, 
worries Eatwell, is an organisation 
with the ability to launch a modern, 
professional campaign — men in 
suits articulating radical nationalist 
policies in ways relevant to the 
problems encountered by ordinary 
people in their everyday lives. 

“This afternoon,” Nick told the 
meeting, “we’ve heard regional 
organiser after regional organiser 
telling us how his units are starting to 
do exactly that. And this is just the 
beginning. We’ve begun a series of 
training seminars with just that aim in 
mind. Training our new recruits to 
become new speakers, new organisers 
and new fund-raisers. Inculcating 
people with the need for disciplined, 
action, for 
professionalism and to 
have the positive 
attitudes which make 
people realise that, in 
the BNP, we have a 
movement which can 
win!” 

The next speaker was 
National Organiser 
Richard Edmonds who 
started by remarking on 
the bravery of Nick 
Griffin who is speaking 
up for Britain. He 
reiterated the good 
news given by all the 
Regional Organisers 
with regard to the 
excellent election the 
BNP had and also the 
many enquiries brought 
in. Richard said that the 
party was entitled to 
congratulate itself. We 
achieved our 50-seat 
target, had 2% million leaflets delivered 
and got the TV broadcast where “Our 


man spoke to the great British people 


for five uninterrupted minutes.” It 
was, he said, a tremendous 


achievement. Then he said: “Where 


do we go from here?” Recounting the 
accounts given by the Regional 
Organisers, it was obvious that we 
needed to put down local roots, to 
become the voice of the community, 
to become the political opposition. 
Richard mentioned the good response 
from the party’s Dover campaign and 
also to the latest by-election success 
in London, that of Ken Francis in 
Newham who polled more than 11% 
for the price of £15 worth of leaflets. 
That’s all it cost he said. We need 
more local campaigns and local 
leaflets. 


Richard ended by saying that the. 


next great leap forward would come in 
the summer of 1999 when the party 
contested the European elections and 
once again qualified for a TV 
broadcast in addition to putting out 
millions of leaflets. 

Following this series of excellent 
speeches, rally chairman Dave Bruce 
conducted a collection which raised 
the magnificent total of £3,500. “This 
is where we get our money”, said 
Dave, “From our members and

an excellent speech, and he started by

congratulating the party’s activists 
on their general election achievement. 

Referring to Nick Griffin not being 
able to speak of his case or even 
about race, he said: “What Nick can’t 
say, we Il say for him.” 

Driving to the rally he said that he 
had seen the many foreign imported 
cars on the roads which contrasted 
sharply to a museum he had visited 
not long ago where every conceivable 
item was made in Britain. He then 
spoke of a mainstream journalist’s 
analysis of the British scene six years 
ago, when he said that the one thing 
preventing the emergence of a large 
nationalist mass movement in Britain 
was a strong and credible Con- 
servative Party which would steal 
nationalist slogans to head off any 
challenge. Now, Mr. Tyndall said, the 
Tories are weak, totally lacking in 
credibility and frightened to adopt 
even mildly nationalist rhetoric, This, 
he said, opens the way for the BNP. 

He then turned his attention to the 
Labour party:- “When Tony Blair 
comes onto the TV you wonder what 
brand of toothpaste he’s advertising.” 
The utter falseness is demonstrated, he 
said, by the following quote from Blair 
upon his election to the Commons in 
1982: “We will negotiate a withdrawal 
from the EEC which has drained our 
national resources and destroyed 
jobs.” Today, of course, Blair ignores 
the damage wrought upon Britain and 
professes himself in favour of it. 

Commenting on the present 
feebleness of the British he said that a 
nation which had seen off the Armada 
and Napoleon could surely repatriate 
the immigrants who had flocked to 
Britain since the sixties. He finished 
that point by saying to great applause: 
“We will never, never, never change 
our policy on repatriation.” 

Mr. Tyndall ended by speaking of 
the recent Remembrance Day. The 
politicians who invariably turn up to 
pay their ‘respects’ were crawlers 
who were not fit to lick the boots of 
the war dead to whom they professed 
to pay homage. The proper way to 
pay our respects he said, was to work 
and fight to win back for the British 
people the land for which those war 
heroes had died. Mr. Tyndall received 
a massive burst of applause for his 
rousing finish which brought him a 
standing ovation from the rally. 

Following the rally, while some 
party members and supporters facing 
long journeys home had to start back 
quickly, others piled into a very 
welcoming hostelry to talk over the 
day and socialise with other party 
members.

A lot of people never use deductive 
reasoning when they think. Now 
that phrase might seem a bit 
pompous, but it’s just a simple 
concept. You gather some basic 
facts from your sources, you put 
the facts together and you come to 
a conclusion, You could look at 
Whitaker’s Almanac or something 
similar and find out that a visa is 
required for a UK citizen to visit the 
States, but Americans can travel to 
Britain on the strength of their 
passport. Or that the U.S. does not 
allow its citizens to hold dual 
nationality, unless the other 
country involved is Israel. You see 
what I mean — you can deduce the 
true facts about the global pecking 
order for yourself, and not rely on 
the television or newspaper 
droolings about some alleged 
‘special relationship.’ 

Now, the BBC have just produced 
a heavyweight offering called ‘The 
Nazis — a warning from history.’ 
The thrust of the programme 
seemed to be that the German 
people were duped by the NSDAP. 

Anyone with an inquiring mind 
and a few decent history books can 
quickly work out that all political 
and power systems deceive the 
masses. What surely counts is the 
degree and extent of that deception. 
The point made by the BBC has a 
universal validity. The hindsight of 
history does make it easy to see the 
follies of the past, but blinds us to 
the errors of the present. 

In plain and simple words, were 
they being conned... or are we 
being conned? 

Is one society sick, or is another 
sicker still? 

Six million adult male jobs have 
been destroyed in Britain since 


1979. That figure is not a misprint or 
error. Of those who do have jobs, 
probably only a small minority would 
describe their work as remotely 
fulfilling or interesting. 

This is what the chattering classes 
euphemistically call ‘the post- 
industrial society’, but it might more 
accurately be termed a society about 
to enter the final stages of 
decomposition. A nation which finally 
realises it has taken the wrong path 
but is bemused as to what do next. 
Strangely, many British people prefer 
to ignore the disintegration of their 
society, and take refuge in the fantasy 
world of TV and magazines. We might 
think of it as the ostrich syndrome... 

So irresistibly reminiscent of the 
huge crowds at the chariot races 
during the last days of Rome as the 
economy crumbled and the barbarians 
reached the gates. 

During a time span of under twenty 
years levels of poverty have risen to 
levels unseen since the 1870’s. How 
many ‘nice’ areas are left now, after 
the evisceration of the British 
economy in accordance the nostrums 
of Milton Friedman? One author, 
American I think, termed even Oxford 
a ‘clapped-out dump’, after seeing 
numerous beggars camped out in the 
street. Presumably they’re not 
undergraduates — but who knows 
what’ll happen after the coming of 
massive tuition top-up fees? 

The middle classes can no longer 
rely on their old-fashioned values of 
hard work and decency. Decency will 
get you nowhere when you work for a 
boss who demands ‘flexibility’ á la 
Tory Blair — arrive early, work your 
lunch hour, leave after seven. With 
the final reward of being shifted to a 
short-term contract or sacked the day 
before you’ve completed two years. 


£2.50 p&p; £1.00/100 plus 95p p&p. 
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Pity you didn’t think of becoming a 
drug dealer or pop star, old chap! 

Meanwhile the private electricity 
and gas companies send out engineers 
who dispense useless or dangerous 
advice because they’re not really 
engineers at all but unqualified 
salesmen working for commission. 
Newly dismissed teachers and miners 
are swooped on by jackal-like packs 
of ‘financial advisers’ eager to fleece 
them of their redundancy pay. One 
can’t really blame the financial 
advisers — if they don’t get the 
required number of victims, then 
they’re out on their ear.

CORRECTION 


GENERAL ELECTION MAY 1997 


Two of the election results printed 
in May’s BN have been given in 


error. 
The two results concerned are 


Bristol North West where the 
party’s candidate Stephen Parnell 
notched up 265 votes and 
Birmingham Perry Barr where 
party candidate Lee Windridge 
won 544 votes. In both cases, 
while the number of votes given 


was correct, the percentage was 
incorrect. This error occurred 
because BN reprinted the results 
given out by The Times which might 
have been expected to get its sums 
right. Both-results understated our 
percentage returns — by a third in 
the case of Bristol and by half in the 
case of Birmingham. While the error 
isn’t large in absolute terms, it does 
affect the party’s overall result and 


it means that Gillingham not Bristol 
scored the party’s lowest vote in 
May. More importantly, this 
correction has to be made since © 
the results printed in May’s BN 
are an official record. This 
correction sets the record straight. 
The correct percentages are: 
Bristol North West 0.48% (not 
0.32%) and Birmingham Perry 
Barr 1.19% (not 0.73%).
